T ra n sco n tin en ta l Traffic. 
N ew Y o r k , November 23d.—“ You can 
put it down as a fact that there is no pros­ 
pect of an adjustm ent of freight rates to 
California before January 1, 1887,” said an 
official of one of the lending lines to Cali­ 
fornia to your correspondent this morning. 
“ The Atchison, Topeka ami Santa Fe 
people arc still sm arting under what they 
consider to be an injustice on the part of 
the Southern Pacific Company, ^nd the war 
between these two roads promises to be to 
the knife. The Atchison has refused, and 
will undoubtedly continue to refuse, any 
offers of settlement of the rate war em anat­ 
ing from Southern Pacific sources.” 
Dispatches from Chicago this m orning 
state that the attem pt to bring about a 
meeting this week of the representatives of 
the various lines interested in transconti­ 
nental business has proved abortive, as 
some of the roads refused to attend. The 
invitation extended to the Canadian Pacific 
to send a representative to the m eeting was 
declined. 
Another meeting held, or to be held, in 
Chicago is the m eeting of Passenge-Agents, 
at which San Francisco Passenger Agents 
were invited to attend. 
W ith the excep­ 
tion of a large shipm ent of oil, which the 
Canadian Pacific secured from some W est­ 
ern point when the transcontinental lines 
advanced their rate on that commodity, we 
have yet to learn of any freight they have 
secured for California. 
The cut-rate firm 
under the Astor House are selling passen­ 
ger tickets to San Francisco at $<37 50. 
THE OREGON SHORT LINE, 
N ew Y o r k , November 23d.—A confer­ 
ence was held this afternoon between 
President H arris and a committee of the 
Northern Pacific Directors and President 
Sm ith and several Directors of the Oregon 
Navigation Company. The subject of the 
conference was to consider the plan of the 
Northern Pacific in joining with the Union 
Pacific Railroad in leasing the Oregon Nav­ 
igation routes. 
President Harris, after ad­ 
journm ent, stated nothing could be given 
out iu regard to the conference. President 
Adams, of the Union Pacific road, was not 
present. 
TnE CHICAGO MEETING. 
C h icago, November 23d.—To-day’s meet­ 
ing of the Pacific Coast Passenger Agents' 
Committee of Eastern roads reported that 
an agreement could not be reached, owing 
to the refusal of the Baltimore and Ohio 
road to consent to abolish the paym ent of 
commissions. That company insisted that 
such an agreement would be a farce, as its 
competitors had evaded pledges by m aking 
contracts with outside roads. No agree­ 
m ent would be consented to until this 
method was done away with. Another 
m eeting will be held to-morrow. 
EXPRESS MATTER. 
N ew Y o r k , November 23d.—In accord­ 
ance with an agreement signed by the 
representatives of the express companies 
yesterday, the classifications of rates of last 
spring were restored on all lines to-day. 
A t the office of the Adams Express, A m er­ 
ican, Baltimore and Ohio and other large 
companies full rates for west and other 
points are now charged on all express m at­ 
ter, the same as before the cut. 
O f In te r e st to M cG ettigan . 
W a sh in g to n , November 23d.—Commo­ 
dore H arm ony, Chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, presented his annual re­ 
port to Secretary \V hitney to-day. The re 
port contains m any im portant references to 
the Mare Island Navy-yard. 
Referring to 
the establishm ent by Great Britain of a 
naval station at Esquim ault, B. C., Com­ 
modore H arm ony adds ; “ This gives that 
nation command of our communications 
with Alaska Territory, and renders it im ­ 
perative that our only naval station on the 
Pacific shall be inlly oupptiuO with nil rc 
sources necessary to sustain in m agnitude 
and completeness the importance which, 
from its geographical position, this yard 
lias upon the naval stations of the world.” 
P a cific C oast P o sta l M atters. 
W a sh in g to n , November 23d.—The Post­ 
office at Hotaling, Placer county, has been 
discontinued. Also, the special mail serv­ 
ice to Deatlwood, Trinity county. After 
November 30th the star service will be 
changed for Redding, from December 1st, 
to embrace Deadwood, between French 
Caleb and Lewiston, and omit Lowden’s 
Ranch from the m ain line, increasing the 
distance three miles. There will be a side 
supply from Lewiston to Lowden’s Ranch, 
four miles and hack, twice a week.

W a s h i n g t o n , November 23d.—All the 
members of the Cabinet were present at the 
meeting to-day, except Secretary Manning. 
The session was devoted to the considera­ 
tion ot the President’s message. The docu­ 
m ent is nearly finished. The President 
read the completed portions to tiie Cabinet 
to-day. 
It is understood that the message 
will be much shorter than the one subm it­ 
ted to Congress last year. 
N eeil o f T rain in g Ships. 
W a sh in g to n , November 23d.—Commo­ 
dore Schley, Chief of the Bureau of Equip­ 
m ent and Recruiting, in his annual report 
urges the necessity for two modern steam 
cruiser training ships, on the ground that 
it is only on such vessels that the training 
necessary for modern warfare can be given, 
and because the improvem ents in naval 
warfare have made it impossible to recruit 
our navy, in case of war, from m erchant 
seamen or the watermen of the seaports. 


T h e N a v a l A cartem j-. 
W a sh in g to n , November 23d.—Nearly all 
of the annual report of Commander W. T. 
Sampson, Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, is devoted to an argum ent in 
su p p o rt" of the proposed change in the 
academic course. The change, which he 
gives various reasons in favor of, is that the 
cadets should be assigned to the diflerent 
branches of the service at four years, in­ 
stead of six. and abolishing the two years' 
course at sea, before graduation, as useless.

of the hidden money, and as he had not the 
$1,500 to deposit as security, he thus gave 
an opportunity for his victim to volunteer 
to send th at am ount of money to Havana.

punishment, and innocent prisoners to a 
speedy freedom. Some of our Judges have, 
in recent essays, said as much, in the ligh t 
of their experience. 
T h e law-abiding and 
respecting people, who abhor rioting and 
lawlessness in all forms, are ch ief among 
those who insist that our legal m ethods in 
crim inal cases are intolerably slow, and it 
is their com plaint, not that of the mob, 
that is to eventuate in reform.

DELAYS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 


T he case of a man charged w ith murder, 
com m itted several m onths ago, was first 
called in Court in San Francisco Monday. 
W hereupon 
the 
defendant’s 
attorney 


prom ptly applied for a continuance, not 
because of absence of witnesses or inability 
o f the Court or its officers, hut on the 
ground that on the day set for trial he had 
some other case in another Court which 
h e could not afford to neglect. 
T he Court 
granted a continuance to a near day cer­ 
tain, and said the case would then be tried, 
w hether th e attorney appeared or not. 
Thus far the Court was probably right. 
B u t when it proceeded to remark that it 
had been said no murder cases could he 
brought to trial in that Conrt except after 
long delay, and he (the Judge) proposed 
to dem onstrate that cases could he tried by 
iiis Court w ithin a reasonable period, it 


was a thought best left unuttered. 
It does not become a Judge, from the 
bench, to take notice of outside criticism s 
o f the character referred to. 
l lis declara- 


t on amounted to the confession of .smart 
under the w hip of public opinion. 
It 
savored too much of RnasnxvUe 
"u - 
lived energy ; hut, above all, it tended to 
lessen the respect th e people should enter 
tain for their legal tribunals. 
Let the 
Courts prove their promptness by their 


practice of it, and not by boasts o f inten­ 
tions. 
T he peopie w ill not he slow to 
recognize industry and vigor in the trial of 
crim inal cases, and they do not need that 
Judges should call attention to tlieir vir­ 
tues of promise and performance. 
T he application of th e attorney for the 
prisoner for a continuance of the case be­ 
cause of other business engagements, though 
granted, led that gentlem an to rise in Court 
and criticise very sharply the California 
press for urging crim inal cases to trial. It 


is to be hoped that the attorney was right 
in his statem ent, and that the press does 
m ake its influence felt in that direction, 
for we fail to discover the evil h e found 
in the conduct of the press in this respect. 
T he delays of the law in bringing murder­ 
ers to punishm ent arc becoming unbear­ 
able. 
They do more than all else to un­ 
settle the loyalty of the people to the 
laws. 
Such applications as that by the 


attorneys referred to are hindrances in the 
course o f justice. 
There has been alto­ 
gether too broad exercise of the discretion 
lodged in the Courts to grant continuances 
to accommodate th e business engagements 
o f lawyers. 
N o man should be deprived 
o f counsel when brought to the bar of jus­ 
tice, hut lawyers are plentiful enough, and 
it is not necessary for Courts to foster the 
business of any one or more o f them by 
adjusting crim inal trials to suit ih e de­ 


mands of their engagem ents. 
There has 
•been so much o f this “ accommodating ” 
business that it lias become a crying evil 
in our criminal practice. 
Criminal cases 
ought to be tried w ithin th e span o f the 
lives of the witnesses, at least. 


N o matter what excuses may he made, 
and 
what defenses advanced, it remains 
that the people are disgusted, discouraged 
and 
exasperated at 
the 
law’s delays. 
Speedy trials are the exception, when they 
should he the rule. 
If we would encour­ 
age the 
endeavor to kill off commu­ 
nism , lessen discontent, deprive socialistic 
agitators and sand-lot orators of much of 
their stock in trade, we should fully de­ 
velop the vigor of the laws, and cut short 
th e weary, slow and leaden-footed methods 
o f procedure. N o man charged w ith crime 
should he deprived of any legal right, no 
p rivilege he refused 
him that the law 
gives. 
M erciful care and calm should 
dom inate at h is trial. 
But delay is not a 


necessity of justice, or an attribute of 
m ercy. 
I.et the Courts and the lawyers not for­ 
g et that the law itself presumes s p e e d y 
trials to take place in all crim inal cases ; 
and delays are, in 95 per cent, o f the cases 


com plained of, the result of the exercise of 
discretion lodged in the Courts and in the 
slow m ovem ents o f the Court m achinery, 
that tend to defeat this presumption and 


m ake it m ockery. 
It is as certaiu as the shining of the sun 
that the people through their Legislatures 
w ill do all that by statutory law can he 
done to cut off th e causes d t delay. 
That 
w ill come about, and very possibly it w ill 
be rudely done a n l work hardship, and 
possible injustice. But it w ill come about, 
and we m ight as w ell awaken to the real­ 
ization of it now, as later on. 


In the m eantim e, the Courts can do a 


THE FAe OLE SYSTEM AGAIN. 


It is objected that the paroling of con­ 
victs in Am erica w ill he of doubtful wis­ 
dom, because under our system no such 
police surveillance o f them w ill be possi­ 
ble as is exercised in Europe. 
W e do not 


think this an obstacle. 
It is not only not 
necessary that our “ ticket of leave” men 
should he dogged by police, hut unadvisa- 


hle that they should be. 
M E W ines, Sec­ 
retary of the Illinois Board of Charities, 
has recently sa id : 
The supervision ot a paroled prisoner cannot 
be in Am erica w hat it is w here they have a 
m ore efficient police. Our police is, for the most 
part, confined to cities an d larger towns, w hile 
m auv crim inals live o r would hud em ploym ent 
in rural districts, rem oved trom police super­ 
vision. 
It has been suggested abroad th a t the 
task of supervision m ight be placed w holly or 
in part in the hands ot prisoners' aid societies, 
bu t we have no such societies. At least they 
are few in num ber, an d restricted in th e ir ac­ 
tivity. They could not, I th in k , undertake or 
successfully accom plish th is word. Hut the em- 
ptoi/er of the pri&mcr—and a prisoner should 
never be paroled w ithout em ploym ent first 
found for lum —m ay be engaged to w atch over 
him , an d report to th e authorities any apparent 
deviation from the path in w hich he should 
w alk. 
Prison D irector S ichart, of W urtemborg, 
has said th at jm licesurveillance is undesirable; 
th a t th e paroled prisoner should not be sub­ 
jected to unnecessary m ortification ; th at w hat 
h e requires is protection against any h inder­ 
anee w hich m ay exist to his honorable success ; 
and th a t in no event should surveillance of any 
description be continued longer th an the cir­ 
cum stances ol each case seem to require. 
Unquestionably this is the correct view. 
W hen the R e c o r d - U n io n discussed the 


question some m onths, ago, and expressed 
its approval of the plans of the California 
Penological Commission 
regarding 
the 
parole system , it then pointed out that the 
w eekly report system would, aided by 
com munication with the em ployers of pa­ 
roled prisoners, keep the prison officials 
constantly informed concerning the where­ 
abouts and conduct of their crim inal ward. 
The more the parole system is discussed 


the more it gains in strength and favor. 
N o objections have as y et been raised to it 
that have not been satisfactorily answered. 


California ought to adopt it at once. 
N o 
State really has greater need for it. 
W ith 
our sparse population and 
abnormally 
large number o f convicts at San Q uentin 


and Folsom , the parole system seems to he 
a necessity ior us. 
It w ill relieve the 
pressure upon the prisons, tend to break 
up schools of crime, w ill give convicts who 
sincerely desire to reform full opportunity 


to do so, and w ill remove from them the 
surveillance and blackm ail threats that 


now practically bar honest paths against 
them when discharged, and that drive 
them back to their former vicious prac­ 
tices.

T iie death of Charles Francis Adams, 
Sr., comes in the fullness of many years 
upon his shoulders. 
l i e died ripe in age, 
and after long and faithful service to his 
grateful country. 
It w ill never he forgot­ 
ten that during all the dark years of the 
rebellion Mr. Adam s stood at the Conrt of 
St. Jam es, the valiant cham pion of the 
U nion o f States. 
H e did not fear to heard 
the British Lion in his lair hv protesting 
w ith more than warmth against the fitting 


out of Confederate m en-of war and pri­ 
vateers in E nglish ports. 
By persistence, 


boldness and the rare w it of statesmanship 


he brought the Crown finally to admission 
of the great wrong it was doing, and thus 


established forever the doctrine that bellig­ 


erents cannot use a neutral port as the 
i- ~ . -r 
between them. 
.Mr. Adams 
was a scholar of an advanced type, and his 
intellect lias made its impression upon the 
ch ief pages of our modern political history. 
H e was a proud, in some respects a cold 
man, but it was the pride of achievem ent, 


worth and genius, not of title and blood. 
H e came of a fam ily of patriots, whose 


names w ill shine in Am erican history with 
undimmed luster, to which his own event­ 
ful and useful life w ill add brilliancy. 


I t seems strange that so intelligent a 
journal as the Charleston News should 
speak of the “ utter destruction ” o f brick 
houses in that city as “ one of the most 


remarkable m anifestations” of the great 
earthquake in South Carolina. 
It seems to 
us also “ rem arkable” that the people of 
Charleston should he surprised at the 
downfall of brick, and the comparative 
safety o f wooden structures under such 
circumstances. 
T he very w eight of the 
brick building, w hich the Kars thinks 


should count in its favor, is really a chief 
reason for its downfall. 
It resists the 


earthquake wave, and the upheaval breaks 
up the brick bonds, disintegrates the mor­ 
tar, in a sense, and the walls, as a conse­ 
quence, easily crumble. 
T he 
wooden 
house, on the other hand, is elastic, yields 
to the uprising of the ground, or moves 
w ith its horizontal motion. 
The Charles­ 
ton people, if they learn wisdom by tlieir 


experience, w ill hind their brick walls to 
every rafter and wall-piercing timber, by 
sm all anchors, and w ill add a portion of 
cem ent to the mortar in their new brick 
and stone constructions. 


A r c h b i s h o p C o r r i g a n , of the Roman 
Catholic Church, has entered his official 
protest against the new doctrine that men 
have no right in property as the result of 
tlieir industry, frugality and foresight. 
The right of ownership in that one has 
produced is strongly defended, and the 
fallacy that because one cannot own ligh t 
and air, he, therefore, should not possess 
more substantial matter, as the reward of 
industry, is exposed and condemned. 
The 
Archhisliop’s enunciation of the principles 
upon which the right o f private owner 
ship of land is based, is not new ; he gives 
voice to truisms. 
But liis-protest is aimed 


against th e specious doctrines o f H enry 
George of to-day, who has drifted away 
from the H enry George of a few years ago. 
T he Catholic Church discovers a moral sub­ 
structure to the legal right Mr. George as­ 
sails, and thus arrays itself against him , 
and with the better thought of the age. 


T h e C'h ristian 
Union, which, w hile a 
representative religious paper, very boldly 
and incisively discusses political questions, 
m ainly from the standpoint of an observer 
outside o f political lines, says, in review of 
the recent election s: “ In short, so far as 
the election indicates anything, it is that the 
Republican party in defeat is still an anfly, 
with a principle and a purpose; and that 
th e Democratic party in victory is only a 
crowd, w ith no accepted leader and no 
well-defined purpose.”

Surveyor-General H . I. W illey’s report of 
the transactions of his office from August 
1, 1884, to August 1,1886, has just been re­ 
ceived from the hands of the State Printer. 
It is a pam phlet of thirty pages, and con­ 
tains much valuable and statistical in­ 
formation. 
The following statem ent, the latest pro­ 
curable, furnished by the United States 
Surveyor-General for California in 1882, 
shows that the estimated area of the State 
of California is 100,500,000 acres, appor­ 
tioned as follow s:

Suits in foreclosure, says the Surveyor- 
General, instituted because of the non­ 
paym ent of the annual interest due on 
State lands, are extremely expensive legal 
proceedings; and long experience has dem­ 
onstrated that such suits invariably result 
in loss rather than benefit to the interest of 
the State. If the lands are of value the de­ 
linquent interest 
is always paid, even 
though it often am ounts to as m uch as the 
principal. On the other hand, when th e 
lands revert to the State they are found to 
be of 110 value whatever, and the State suf­ 
fers the loss of the expense of the suit in 
foreclosure. During the last eighteen years 
the Registers have sent out the delinquent 
lists only seven times, though required to 
do so annually. 
I concur with the expressed opinion of 
m y predecessor, that the law should be 
changed so as not to require the issuance of 
delinquent lists ofteuer than once in four 
years, or else fix a lim it to the cost of fore­ 
closure, so as not to absorb all the money 
received by the State. The law of 1863 
fixed a lim it to the am ount payable in such 
su its; but the costs now demanded are 
generally much greater than the am ount 
collected by the State. 


t im b e r l a n d s. 
I also have the honor to report that it is 
m y belief that all State lands, known to be 
tim bered lands, should he withheld from 
sale entirely, aud that a concurrent resolu­ 
tion should be adopted at the next session 
of our Legislature, requesting our delegates 
in Congress to endeavor to.seeure the pas­ 
sage of a bill withdrawing from sale all un­ 
sold United States lands returned and 
known to be tim ber lands. 
I m ake this recommendation because of 
the fact that the denuding of the m ountain 
sides of their forests is reducing the amount 
of water in the springs and watercourses 
along their sides, and rendering disastrous 
Hoods possible by the too sudden precipita­ 
tion of the winter rains into the different 
watercourses.

1 would also recommend an exam ina­ 
tion, by such methods as the Legislature

N ut-G ro w in g. 
More and more attention is being di­ 
rected to a diversity of crops in the San 
Joaquin valley, and, in fact, all over the 
State of California. 
Im m ense wheat ranches are gradually 
growing sm aller, and alfalfa, vines, fruit 
and nut trees are appearing to diversify 
the landscape and add to the revenue of 
the people. 
Among other productions of the rich 
soil of California, which have until within 
a short tim e been imported largely from 
foreign countries, are nuts of various kinds. 
It has been proved beyond a doubt that al­ 
most all varieties of nut-bearing trees grow 
luxuriantly and produce generously in Cal­ 
ifornia—in the foothills as well as in the 
valleys, and from the northern to the south­ 
ern lim its of the State. 
In and around Stockton are to be found 
five or six varieties of almonds, such as the 
soft-shelled, the hard-shelled, the Langue­ 
doc, Sultana, Drake’s seedling, etc. 
All are 
doing well, and the statem ents of those 
who have had years of experience in their 
culture show that these nuts will do as 
well in this section as in any part of the 
world. The trees bear in three years from 
the bud, and do not require unusual at­ 
tention. 
There arc also to he found m any walnut 
trees, notably of the English, California 
black, Madeira, Mayette and one or two 
other varieties. 
In fact the w alnut family 
thrives and bears well here, and greater at­ 
tention is being paid to the culture of the 
walnut from year to year. 
There are also a great m any chestnut 
trees in this portion of the State, the 
Italian variety being the favorite. A t the 
present time there are to be found in the 
Stockton m arkets Italian chestnuts of the 
largest and finest quality, grown in this 
vicinity. 
Ol her varieties, such as 
the 
Numbo, Marrón Cómbale, etc., are to be 
found. 
Peanuts produce largely in those sections 
where there is light, rich soil. 
In the garden of Judge Terry of this city 
is a pecan tree in full bearing. 
The list m ight be extended, hut enough 
has been said to .show that owners of land 
would be wise to set out nut-bearing trees 
from year to year, which would prove 
ornam ental as well as profitable.—Stockton 
Mail.

R aisin -G row in g a t F r tsn o . 
Our raisin vineyards just now present a 
busy and interesting spectacle. A Democrat 
reporter yesterday, by chance, rambled 
upon and through the Butler packing and 
drying establishment. 
A host of busy 
workmen were engaged in storing away 
the luscious fruit and preparing a least for 
our Eastern neighbors. Mr. Butler estimates 
that his yield will run up to 60,060 boxes, 
this product being the fruit of about 300 
acres. 
He has between 200 and 300 hands 
at work. H e has in operation a stemming 
ar.d cleaning apparatus, and a dryer which 
is a big improvement on the best of weather. 
The increasing uncertainty of the fall rains 
renders this kind of an institution indis­ 
pensable with the large growers. Aside 
from doing away with the dangers of heavy 
loss, it facilitates work. Mr. Butler’s dryer 
will hold about fifty tons of green grapes, 
and they will dry in about forty-eight 
hours. 
By the natural drying process it 
takes two weeks. He is shipping East.— 
Fresno Deinocrat. 
Commenting upon the above the Colusa 
Sun says ; “ The above is from the Fresno 
Democrat of some weeks ago. but it is good 
now as showing how to make a country. 
• A host of workmen ’ on three hundred 
acres tells the story. This host of workmen 
eat flour and pork and beef, and drink wine 
and whisky made by others, and hence 
that industry, by employing a host of men 
on a small tract, encourages and supports 
every other industry. The land around 
Colusa will do all this, and it is fast being 
put to such uses. 
The land on the plains 
will all produce vines and trees, and such 
things as employ labor, but it first wants 
the great canal.”

Already the greater num ber of the counties 
bave begun preparations for exhibits and 
for the preparation of pamphlets setting 
forth the advantages of their section for 
fruit-raising, with its inducem ennts to set­ 
tlers, and the meeting at Sacramento next 
m onth promises to give one of the finest 
indices of the capabilities of this section of 
the State that has ever been arranged. 
In 
the general rush for notoriety and prom i­ 
nence, and in the extensive advertising of 
natural resources that will take place by 
the num erous foothill counties, old El 
Dorado, the equal of any of them , should 
not be found lacking. 
It should become a 
m atter of pride to every citizen to see that 
our county is this year "well represented in 
the effort made to attract Eastern visitors 
and settlers. 
The first (and an im portant) measure is 
the placing of a good exhibit of fruits in 
Sacramento next m onth. There are in this 
county croakers who say that this year 
there "is nothing to exhibit, and that tim e is 
wasted which is spent in gathering up ex­ 
hibits. There was at this year's county fair 
one general exhibit which would attract at­ 
tention anywhere for its variety and qual­ 
ity, and the simple duplication of ibis 
would be a long step forw ard; but we have 
at present ample m aterial from which 
to select a fine exhibit.

Let our 
farmers begin at once to bring forward, or 
to notify the officers of the Association of 
their readiness to do so, the best they have 
at hand. Th> se will he taken in hand and 
arranged by the Association and properly 
placed on exhibition in Sacramento, anil 
from there forwarded to Chicago. And let 
our A gricultural Association show some 
life and enterprise, and compile and pub­ 
lish a concise account of the extent and 
capabilities of our county, issuing copies 
enough for free and thorough distribution 
among all im m igrants and excursionists 
who come to the coast this winter. 
In this connection we wish to call atten­ 
tion to the good work being accomplished 
by the Southern Pacific Company by adver­ 
tising this country and organizing a bureau 
of information, to which facts, figures aud 
displays can be given by the various coun­ 
ties, and placed before home-seekers anx­ 
ious to secure information of this section, 
which has obtained such a high reputation 
throughout the East. The Southern Pacific 
has established an im m igrant agency in 
Chicago, which will act as a medium 
through which information will be con­ 
veyed to those seeking homes.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T h e H o rse an d B uggy R eco v ered . 
A week ago last Saturday K. H . Platt 
hired a horse and buggy at H . B. Carley’s 
stable, and went out lor enjoym ent. H e 
did not bring the property back, but on his 
return stated that his buggy had collided 
near Oak K noll w ith a horse and cart, 
which he brought to Carley s stable, saying 
that the horse be had hiied ran away after 
the collision. Subsequently a young man 
nam ed Abe Duncan, a resident of Brighton, 
claimed the horse and cart, which he said 
some one took from in front of the Five- 
m ile House, near Brighton, Saturday even­ 
ing, and he was satisfied that it was Platt 
who appropriated the 
property. 
Platt 
could not explain what became of the 
horse and buggy belonging to Mr. Carley, 
and, after two or three days had passed, 
and they had not been heard from, the 
owner swore to a complaint charging Piatt 
w ith felony embezzlement, but the warrant 
was not served, the young m an having dis­ 
appeared. Yesterday the horse and buggy 
were returned to Mr. Carley, and it devel­ 
oped th at they were found Saturday night 
or Sunday m orning at the Manlove place, 
about a m ile from Brighton, on the old 
Jackson road. The horse was all rignt, but 
a wheel of the buggy was damaged, as was 
also the harness. 
Mr. Manlove told his 
m en to leave word at Brighton of the find­ 
ing of the property, or send inform ation to 
the city, h u t they failed to do so. The re­ 
covery under such circumstances relieves 
P latt of the crim inal charge against him , 
end it is presumed th at he got on a spree, 
and the horse ran away.

IMMIGRATION MATTERS. 


T h e E xcursionists from th e E a s t — H ow to 
Show O ur R esources. 
A m eeting of the Central California Im ­ 
m igration Association was held in the 
Board of Trade rooms yesterday afternoon. 
T he fact of the large num ber of im m i­ 
grants now arriving by excursion trains, 
and the m anner in which to best make 
know n to them the opportunities for in­ 
vestment and securing homes in this sec­ 
tion of the State, were, among other m at­ 
ters, freely discussed. 
The following re­ 
port from Dr. Latham was received and 


S a c r a m e n t o , Cal., Nov. 23, 1886. 
William Ingram, Jr., Km/., Secretary ¿'north­ 
ern and 
Central 
California Immigration 
Association—S ir : I have the honor to trans­ 
m it herewith a statem ent in detail of the 
work of this office since your last meeting. 
I have only to say in addition that still 
further railway companies to the East are 
taking an interest in the work of inducing 
travel 
and 
emigration 
from 
their 
respective 
localities 
to 
this 
_ State. 
These companies are all using descriptions 
of this part of this State in inducing this 
travel. I am in receipt of information that 
some of these companies are distributing as 
high as 40,000 copies each m onth. 
From 
these efforts the travel here is now larger 
than ever before, and it is constantly in ­ 
creasing. 
It is thought by the Passenger 
Agents that 35,000 people will come to this 
State in the next three months. 
The Union Pacific, the Denver and Rio 
Grande, and the Central Pacific lines, run­ 
ning to this city, are now doing much more 
of this transportation than they have done 
for years. I have information of two large 
excursions now en route here, These are 
both Pullm an-car parties, and are made up 
of people of means, who will visit the 
country w ith a view of buying land for 
hom es. 
In this connection I would urge upon the 
real estate men the necessity of their m ak­ 
ing some effective effort to place descrip­ 
tions of their lands for sale before these 
people prior to their arrival at this point. 
If they once know the cheapness and capa­ 
bilities of our lands they will come back 
here, even if they do not stop here en 
route. The excursion agents in charge of 
these parties have every facility to in 
fiuence their location, and if they could be 
interested in aiding to locate in this vicinity 
these home-seekers, wc¡ should get m any 
more of them, directly and indirectly, than 
we now do. 
The class of im m igrants now coming to 
this State is m uch better than heretofore. 
They are, as a rule, looking for higher- 
priced and better land, and have the money 
to pay for it, but they want it for fruit­ 
growing and in small quantities, and I find 
considerable difficulty in directing them 
to such lands. The great need is for some 
large tract of land, divided into twenty and 
forty-acre lots, watered, and near a rail­ 
road. I know that such lands, at reason­ 
able prices, would find ready sale. There 
is an abundance of such land here, but the 
enterprise and foresight to put it in proper 
shape seems to be lacking. I have made 
several efforts to that end, but have not, so 
far, m et with success. I would urge upon 
you the necessity of some decided effort in 
that direction. 
W hile I am writing this there is a P ull­ 
m an excursion train from the East at your 
depot of nearly 400 people. A large part 
of those coming in these excursions can, 
by properly directed effort, be induced to 
investigate the claims of thi3 section, and 
I am sure the result would be their location 
in this part of the State.

Modoc, 1, etc. 


T he P ro p o sed New P u m p . 
City Trustee Jones, Superintendent of 
the W ater W orks, wishes it to be under­ 
stood that he has no “ scheme ” on foot for 
the purchase of additional water works 
m achinery. 
It appears, that in September 
last, learning that Mr. Jones was about to 
visit the East, the Board of Trustees passed 
a resolution requesting him to visit the 
Holly Pum p W orks, and ascertain the cost 
of additional pum ps to work with and re­ 
inforce the present gang of Holly pumps 
now in use by the city, in connectiau with 
the Stevens pum p, constructed at the rail­ 
road shops in this city. 
Accordingly, Mr. 
Jones visited the Holly W orks. H e there 
ascertained that no Holly pum ps have 
been made for seven years, 
lie found that 
the firm was m aking the Gaskell pump, 
which is claimed to be m uch superior. He 
was offered a new gang (four) of 151-inch 
Holly pum ps 
for 
$30,000, 
guaranteed 
to draft and deliver 6,000,000 gallons of 
water per diem . The Gaskell gang was 
offered at $24,000, guaranteed to draft and 
deliver 8.000,000. 
It was also represented 
to him that the latter gang would save 
two-fifths of the fuel used by the old Holly 
pumps, and which economy, Mr. Jones 
says, would pay for the pum ps in three 
years' time. This saving is effected by the 
placing of the pum ps one above the other, 
so that no branching steam-fed pipes in open 
air are used, and by which there is loss of 
fuel by the condensation of steam. Mr. 
Jones explains that the need for reinforce­ 
m ent of the present pum ps arises out of 
the fact of the extension ot the mains and 
increase of water-takers.to say nothing of the 
augm ented waste and the liberality with 
which the people are allowed to use water. 
This renders the H olly pumps inadequate 
to answer the demand made upon them . < 
He warm ly denies that the old pumps are 
worn out, and avers that they are sound 
and good, and that though they have been 
bushed more than once, it does not affect 
the original metal as 
to quantity or 
strength. 
W hen he returned from the 
East, he made estimates as to the probable 
cost of additional ground, and thatascei- 
tained, he then reported the cost of rein 
forcing pum ps. This is how Mr. Jones ex­ 
plains the m atter, and he is entitled to the 
full benefit of the statem ent, and of his dis­ 
claimer of having any scheme on foot or in 
m ind to saddle any unnecessary cost upon 
the city, or to m ake capital, either, for any 
kind of pnnip, or against any system of 
supplying the city with water by gravita­ 
tion .

W hite's room at the M onongahela House 
was entered by a thief during her absence 
and robbed of an am ethyst ring. There 
were several other pieces of jewelry that 
the thief m ight have taken, but he declined 
to do so, as the .ady’s nam e was engraved 
upon them . 
Mond’ay evening officer Far­ 
r e l l arrested the burglar, in the person of 
John Roehner, and recovered the ring, 
which he had “ soaked” at a restaurant. 
Roehner also roomed at the Monongahela 
House, and occupied an apartm ent adjoin­ 
ing Mrs. W hite's. 
Being aware that she 
had sold some property a day or two pre­ 
viously, and 
thinking 
she m ight have 
the money in her room, he committed the 
burglary with the hope of obtaining it, but 
failed, as it was not there. Finding that 
the officer had a case against him , be ex­ 
pressed his willingness to plead guilty 
when his case comes before the Superior 
Court. 
H e has not got a good reputation, 
having in November, 1881. been sentenced 
in the Police Court to a term of ninety 
davs in the county jail for stealing cigars 
and liquors from the Golden Eagle Hotel. 


S acram en to L eads. 
According to the birth statistics that are 
furnished the State School Superintendent 
by the Census M arshals throughout the 
State, Sacramento ranks last as a baby pro­ 
ducing county. 
Los Angeles, with not 
twice as great a population, produced 1,166 
babies in 1886. against Sacramento’s 132. 
Even Yelo, witli one-third the population 
of Sacramento, nearly double discounts her 
in the baby score. 
San Joaquin produces 
three tim es as m any babies. 
Even old 
Shasta makes Sacramento take a back seat, 
for her last year crop was 172. Santa Cruz 
tips the beam at 236, Alameda at 869 and 
San Francisco at 3,816. There are only one 
or two counties in the State that has as low 
a death rate or sm all a baby score as Sacra­ 
mento.

A n A nnual C itrus F air. 
[S. F. Call, November 23d.l 
As the reader has been apprised by proc­ 
lam ation of the Central California Citrus 
Fair Association, it will hereafter have its 
exhibitions annually—that for the present 
year to be held from the 13th to the 18th of 
December, inclusive. In the adoption of 
the word “ citrus ” the Association does 
not wish it by any means to be understood 
that oranges, lemons and that class of 
fruits are alone to constitute the display. 
Intending exhibitors are appealed to u r­ 
gently to bring forward for the exhibition 
all kinds of products, embracing apples, 
pears, grapes, persimmons, olives, olive oil, 
pomegranates, raisins, nuts, honey, dried 
fruits, wines and brandies. This compre­ 
hends a general variety, sufficient to make 
an attractive fair, if horticulturists will re­ 
spond to the invitation given them . W hen 
the fruits are renewed at the last day of the 
Sacramento fair they will be shipped to 
Chicago for further exhibition. The Asso­ 
ciation undertakes to pay the charges on 
exhibits if they are packed in tim e and 
sent to the care of Wells, Fargo & Co. The 
overland railroad companies are expected 
to m ake liberal offers for the conveyance of 
the fruits East. 
The objects of the Central Citrus Fair As­ 
sociation in sending these California fruits 
to Chicago are set forth in their circular, 
which has been extensively read through­ 
out the State by the classes to whom it is 
addressed, and are comprised in few words : 
“ To advertise our resources of soil and cli­ 
mate in the East.” 
In addition to this it is 
intended to show that the central and 
northern portions of the State are capable 
of growing semi-tropical fruits as well as 
the southern—a belief which is not at the 
present tim e generally entertained abroad. 
Nothing is required to m ake both the 
Sacramento and Chicago fairs successes but 
for fruit-growers to take an interest in these 
enterprises, which they can best signify by 
conforming to the request of the Citrus As­ 
sociation in sending, according to its direc­ 
tions, as liberal supplies of all the fruits 
mentioned in its enumeration as it is w ithin 
their ability to do.
